(i) a research and consultation exercise to be undertaken by the Department of 
Social Protection on the suitability of the current legal basis for the PPSN and the 
making of recommendations, and 

(ii) the re-constitution of the inter-Departmental SAFE committee, with a remit to 
ensure the use of the Public Services Card for all appropriate Government 
services by 2016.
